MANY OLD LABOR 
BOARDS DOOMED 


New National Body to 


Revise Arbitration 


Facilities. 


WASHINGTON, July 5-K/P)—The 
new national labor relations board 
was reported today to be contem- 
plating a quick realignment of the 
maze of existing labor boards. 
The three-man tribunal, designed 
as a sort of Supreme court for cap- 
ital-worker disputes, probably will 
hold its first meeting within forty- 
eight hours. 


Old Board Abolished. 


Because of the surge of strikes 
and controversies, its members plan 
to be in action before Monday. The 
old national labor board is abolished 
by presidential decree on that date. 
The new board—overseer of all 
other 
existing 
boards—will find 
what one of its authorities called a 
"tangle" of about 35 such organiza- 
tions. Many are overlapping and 
some have been declared inefficient. 
May Dissolve Regional Bodies. 
First to feel the reorganizing hand 
it was said reliably, probably will be 
the 19 regional labor boards scat- 
tered over the country. It was de- 
clared likely that many if not all 
will be "liquidated as autonomous 
organizations." 
In addition to the regional labor 
boards, others now in operation in- 
clude the new longshoremen's, steel 
and automobile dispute boards; the 
cotton textile, petroleum and coal 
boards under NRA codes; and about 
ten other boards or committees set 
up under various codes.

July Fourth has come and gone. 


And big: New York, with 10 millions 
in the city and on the fringes, is 
proud of its "record." 


None killed by fireworks,

only eighty Injured by fireworks. 
Also only two drowned, with few 
automobile accidents, no fatalities. 
More might come later with thous- 
ands of cars driving home at night 
from every direction.

That is a concession to President 
Hindenburg, who admires Von Pap- 
en, values his friendship.

SENATOR BORAH 
OPENS ONE-MAN

Seeks to Make Monopoly 


An Issue; Takes Slap 


At Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, July 5 — (AP) — 


The first salvo of Senator Borah's 
"one-man 
campaign" emphasized 


today that different brands of am- 
^ munition will be fired at the dem- 
v« ocrats before the fall elections. 
\ It served to stress, in the minds 
"of observers here, a lack of unani- 
mity among high republicans as to 
just how the Roosevelt administra- 
tion should be attacked. 


An open challenge to make "mon- 


opoly" an issue came from the 
\Idaho republican independent last 


night. He assailed both parties on 
the score of monopoly m an ad- 
dress which also criticized the ad- 
ministration for an "effort to fas- 
ten a stranglehold system_ of bur- 
eaucracy upon the people." 


Borah recalled that the democrats 
in 
the last campaign attacked 


monopoly. He said that when the 


,_ party got into power "one of the 
1 
first things it did was to suspend

the anti-trust laws and monopoly 
•was never more unrestrained or 
more ruthless than at the present 
time "Takes Slap at G. O. P. 


"Now," he continued, "the de- 


feated party, looking about for is- 
sues, seems "wholly unwilling to 
touch this vital issue "

leaders of the two great parties 
may believe they ca-n smother this 
issue in this campaign but they

Borah 
combined the issue ol 


monopolies with the

U.S. TO DEMAND 
EVEN BREAK ON 
GERMAN DEBTS 


Equality With Britain In 
Payment of Loan Bonds 


To Be Asked. 


WASHINGTON. July 5—(AP) — 


The United States will demand that 
Germany give Americans an even 
break with Britons In the payment 
of debts. 
This became known today as the 


official reaction to news that the 
reich has agreed to pay interest for 
at least six months on Dawes and 
Young loan bonds held by British 
subjects. 
About $1,500,000,000 of German 


obligations are held m this country. 
Authoritative sources said a new 
note asking equality may be dis- 
patched to the reich. If no note is 
sent, diplomatic conversations to 
;hat end are expected to be pressed. 
Britain's threat to seize German 


commercial funds in England was 
considered potent. But the United 
States enjoys a "favorable" balance 
of trade with Germany. That is, 
Germans buy more from Americans 
than Americans buy from Germans. 


Any idea that the United States 


could follow the British way of re- 
taliation therefore died aborning 
because this country stood a chance 
of coming off second best in any 
trade war with Germany. 


U. S. Protests. 


Germany's announcement of a 


moratorium on interest payments 
last month drew a quick protest 
from the United States. Equal treat- 
ment was demanded both in a note 
to the reich and in conversations 
between President Roosevelt and 
Dr. Hans Luther, the Germa nam- 
tjassador. 


State department officials pointed 


out that the agreements under 
which the bonds were issued, called 
for the same treatment for all na- 
tions. 
Secretary Hull has told Germany 


that some of her policies can be 
considered to blame in part, for her 
economy plight 


A high Reichsbank official said 


at Berlin in discussing the Anglo- 
German debt agreement that "the 
same way is open to other countries 
through diplomatic channels."

THE MID-YEAR INVENTORY. 
T 


HE WASHINGTON correspondent of the Kansas 


City Star wires his newspaper the purchasing 


power of the farmer will increase during the com- 
ing months, in spite of unsatisfactory conditions in 
the drouth area. He quotes Chester C. Davis. AAA 
administrator, to the 
effect 
that after a study, 


Davis said the country could expect "better business 
conditions resulting from farmers increased ability 
to buy industrial goods." 


As a section sorely afflicted with drouth, the anal- 


ysis to substantiate the statement is pertinent in Ne- 
braska. Here it is: 


"Benefit payments on allofed production amount- 


ed roughly to 43 per cent of'the market price the 
farmer received as of June 15. The benefit payments 
to co-operating farmers account for 30 per cent of 
the total farm income. The combined effect of the 
two factors—farm sales price plus benefit payments 
—in improving the farmers real price is shown in 
the case of wheat. 


"Largely because of smaller crops in 1933 and 


1934. with consequent reduction of the surplus, the 
farm 'sales price for wheat averaged 79 cents on 
June 15, 1934 as against 34% cents in March. 1933. 
However, the 79 cents average of June, 1934, does not 
include benefit payments of 29 cents a bushel, which 
co-operating farmers received. A co-operating wheat 
grower June 15 received $1.08 per bushel for the 
domestically consumed part of his crop. The in- 
crease of 72% cents per bushel on the domestically 
consumed part of the crop is due to an increase of 
44^ cents in average sale price, plus 29 cents in bene- 
fit payments." 


The analysis just about tallies with Nebraska. The 


total farm income in '33 was in excess of 130 million 
dollars. Benefit payments on wheat, and corn and 
hog allotments, will aggregate, from 42 to 44 millions. 
The payments therefore represent approximately a 
third of the total farm income realized in this state 
the preceding year. 
• * •

HE figures are presented not for the purpose of 


minimizing the effects of a sweltering drouth 


which has held this region in its grip but solely in 
the hope they may. aid many Nebraskans in taking 
an inventory. This Is a •period of discouragement 
and disappoinment, and undeV those circumstances, 
it is Imperative that judgment and mental attitude 
shall not be moulded entirely by the things immedi- 
ately at hand and visible to the eye. 


We shall have need for rather clear vision, unless 


thoughtless and 
irresponsible action • is to ensue. 


There are a number of sorely afflicted sections in 
the state, where the absence of rain has caused total 
loss- on the farms. In those sections the federal gov- 
ernment is prepared.to step in. It is better organ- 
ized, better able to handle an emergency than- it ever 
has been before in its history. It is cognizant of the 
situation. There is a fund available in excess of the 
total income from the farm of all the statei which 
have suffered from drouth. But regardless of the 
relief program, if Nebraska produces an average 
com crop, if rains make possible the production of 
forage crops for livestock, it there is adequate feed 
on the farm, from natural sources will be gained an 
income greater than it was a year ago. It will mean 
greater spending power and better business. 


Before the close of August, between 35 and 38 mil- 


lion dollars will be paid the farmers on the corn-' 
hog allotments. It is rare indeed that this volume 
of wealth finds itself in the hands of the 
fanners 


within a short space of time. At the close of the 
wheat harvest normally, or at the finish of cornhusk- 
ing, seldom is the farm income hoisted in one swoop 
35 millions. Nor should it be forgotten that wheat, 
a record poor yield, turned out better than was ex- 
pected, that in the irrigated sections the prospects 
are excellent; that in many areas, there have been 
excellent rains; that the farm program itself in'Ne- 
braska is well diversified in Its activities; and that 
while the 
disappointment of drouth has a solid 


foundation, its effects may be intensified by human 
reaction to a blistering sun. 
* • • 


BUT most of all, the drouth should make the 


state more conscious of its real problem in the 


conservation of water and the improvement of soil. 
If that lesson takes root, it will more than repay 
Nebraska for the temporary misfortune suffered dur- 
ing the present crop season. If it can bring a united 
spirit to Nebraska people in planning a program of 
water conservation, irrigation of its river valleys, of 
the complete remoulding of its farm life, so that at 
the conclusion of the program, drouth never can 
hare the sting it possesses now in its effects upon 
the economic position of the farmer, then Nebras- 
ka shall have made a substantial gain from its ex- 
periences. 


DANGEROUS FIREWORKS.

O COMPARATIVELY quiet has the Fourth of 


July been in Lincoln the past few year?, so free 


from accidents and fires, that it is difficult for the 
people of this city to realize that the ban on danger- 
ous fireworks and explosives is not statewide- It is 
with distinct shock, therefore, that one reads that a 
policeman at Nebraska City was seriously injured 
Tuesday evening when some ihoughHess prankster 
threw a large firecracker under the officer. 


The news dispatch from Nebraska City states that 


the flesh was torn from the c*lf of the policeman's 
Iff and that the leg of his trousers was blown away. 
The wound is a dangerous one. for in such case 
tetanus may set in or other complications may arise. 
Jt is stated that the name of the person who threw 
the explosive is known, and if this is true it is to 
be expected that he win be vigorously prosecuted. 


That the barbarous custom of celebrating Inde- 


pendence day or any other occasion by tee use of 
high explosives should be continued in any part of 
this civilized nation is unthinkable. It places in the 
hands of irresponsible people implements of death 
and destruction of the most dangerous character, and 
in no way adds to the enjoyment of the day. For 
a number'of years campaigns have been carried on 
for the banishment cf dangerous fireworks and ex- 
plosive,';, ani? ttiat thry h?.re Jn larsre measure been 
successful is to be sera from the diminished num- 
ber of casualties reported each year. 


The enactments on the subject have, however, 


been confined for the roost part to munidpanUes, 
not an of which have acted. It, is to be expected that 
Nebraska city will now follow the example ol other 


but that is not some ^v enough. There 


should be a state law against the vending of these 
murderous Instruments, and It Is believed that it 
would meet with little opposition except from thost 
who profit from the sales.

WHAT A "VETO GOVERNOR" CAN'T DO. 
• 


A 


NNOUNCEMENT by one of the candidates lor 
the chief executive office of Nebraska that if 


elected he Intends to be "the biggest veto governor 
the country has seen" ]« doubtless a sincere ex- 
pression of what he thinks he could accomplish 
in a negative way; but he would soon find, when 
he undertook to use the snlckersee, that his power 
to direct and control the course of legislation by 
such means was greatly circumscribed. 


Take, for. instance, the matter of appropriations. 


The constitution of Nebraska rather effectively hog- 
ties the governor when it comes to placing limits 
on expenditures from the treasury. He has the first 
say in making up the budget and presenting it to 
the legislature; but after that the matter is out of 
his hands. When two-thirds of the representatives 
and senators vote to increase any item," or to in- 
sert one which the governor left out, that settles 
it. He cannot veto such items when the bill finally 
comes back to him. They are in to stay, regardless of 
what he may think about them. 


At every legislative session, too, a claims and de- 


ficiency bill is made up by the legislature itself, and 
the governor has no say at all as to any of the 
items it includes. To pass this bill requires a three- 
fifths vote in each branch. In order to expedite 
payment of the claims and deficiency payments, the 
practice is to give it a two-thirds majority required 
for all emergency acts; and the amounts thus ap- 
propriated are the first ones to be paid, aside from 
those appropriated by the legislature for its own 
salaries and expenses. The governor has no power 
whatever to veto any item in the bill. _ 


Ordinary measures not canning 
appropriations 


are subject to executive approval or rejection; but 
the governor's action upon them is by no means 
final. When he vetoes a bill it then goes back to the 
chamber in which it originated; and if repassed 
there by a three-fifths vote it is sent to the other 
chamber. Should the second branch also give it a 
three-fifths favorable vote, the bill thereupon be- 
comes a law notwithstanding the governor's dis- 
approval. 


'One can readily visualize what would be likely 


to happen in case any governor started out with 
the announced purpose to use the axe on bills by 
wholesale. The inevitable result would be to bring 
about a lineup in the legislature for the purpose of 
overcoming his vetoes. Members would band to- 
gether to rescue each other's pet measures from the 
guillotine. Such a situation would destroy any in- 
fluence the governor might otherwise exercise in se- 
curing desirable legislation or preventing that which 
was bad. 


This is not to say that the governor should re- 


frain from making use of his veto power when oc- 
casion justifies it. He can sometimes render a very 
notable, service in doing so. The point is that his re- 
lations with the legislature must be sufficiently 
friendly so that a veto, when exercised, will not be 
promptly overridden. 


LESSONS IN LOGIC. 


"OROBABLY no piece of legislation has made its 
-T bow to the public under more extraordinary cir- 
cumstances than the Frazier-Lemke moratorium bill. 
When the president signed it, he expressed the belief 
it would not be utilized to a great extent, because 
the farmer is adverse to taking bankruptcy. May- 
be that was a sly dig at the members of congress 
who passed it, for placing that baby on his door- 
step. 


But now the leaders of the farm administration at 


Washington, and others supposed to know, hasten to 
explain they do-not believe the Frazier Jw will be 
utilised by the fanners to any great extent. Maybe 
they also want to take a dig at the legislators who 
passed it. Just what in the devil is the meaning of 
all this? Congress nearly broke its nose over the 
Frazier bill. Its closing hours of heat and sweat were 
enlivened with a threat of filibuster, unless the bill 
was passed. And from congress to the president, just 
what was the sense of signing a measure which has 
so many question marks tied up'in it as the Frazier 
law does, if it were not going to have an application 
to a considerable element of the farm population? 


Logic, it seems, is a growing science. Its evolution 


acquires new meanings. It will be stretched now. to 
justify the passage of something which does not 
mean anything in its practical application. Probably 
the true explanaton,is that the administration, sign- 
ing the bill with doubt, is endeavoring to discourage 
people in using it. 


GOING OUT OF BUSINESS. 


T^EBRASKA CITY has the proud record of never 
1™ having experienced a bank failure. It is a mat- 
ter of more than common interest, therefore, which is 
contained in' the announcement of the ' Merchants 
National bank of that community that it is going 
to pay off its depositors in full and retire from busi- 
ness. 


The decision brings regret to people of Nebraska 


City. 


The Merchants National bank served its patrons 


for seventy-seven continuous years. It was,the old- 
est institution, a sort of land mark, wearing the halo 
of pioneer memories, and associated through all the 
years with the growth of one of the first settlements 
in Nebraska. It does not retire from necessity, but by 
deliberate choice, because, its officers say. the bank- 
ing business no longer is profitable. Its depositors 
will receive 100 per cent In payment of their de- 
posits.

As a community that in season and out has 
maintained high standards of banking, the liquida- 
tion of the Merchants' National fittingly 
inspires

THE TEACHER'S DCTT- 


W'HAT sljall today's teacher ten her pupils about 


social changes? This is one of the most im- 


portant issues of the day. and upon its answer may 
depend much in the electorate of tomorrow. 


An American Legion speaker at the convention of 


the National 
Education 
association 
advises the 


teachers "not to propagandize" on the "new social 
order." An NRA orator on the same program tells 
the teachers to boldly step into the laboratories of 
the new deal" for the benefit of their pupils. 


We suspect that both speakers disregarded educa- 


tional functions in determining what kind of educa- 
tion they favor. No one can quarrel, in the first 
place, with the man who says the teacher should 
not be a propagandist, at least in the classroom. On 
the other hand, it would be wicked lolly for teach- 
ers in this •"revolutionary" day to shut their eyes to 
vital changes in social, economic and governmental 
concepts and leave their bewildered charges to pick 
up ideas on these ultra-important topics from the 
unsupervised gossip of the playground and the 
streets. 


The teacher must be above polices, and therefore 


cannot in his official capacity take sides. But <that 
teacher in order to be a good citizen must also be 
a voter and must as a private individual look into 
political issues and determine how to vote. The pu- 
pils, too. will grow up and face this same task. Ob- 
viously, these pupils are entitjod to some knowledge 
of political mechanisms and issues—not of the kind 
that wiTJ prejudice them for one party or candidate! 
bui of the kind that will enable the young man or 
young woman to make an inteHisast decision of his 
or her own.

We 
cannot be forever yelling for a rev- 
olution, and after a time "The new 
era" becomes old-fashioned. The 
fiery young zealots of yesterday are 
transformed into the solid burghers 
of tomorrow. 
Historically speaking the French 


revolution was followed by the Na- 
poleonic empire. It is entirely hu- 
man to grow weary of customs too 
long continued. But behind all po- 
litical variations are deep-seated 
convictions and principles which 
correct the stupidity of conserva- 
tism and the brashness of radical- 
ism.Those who cherish such convic- 
tions and principles are the na- 
tion's balance wheel. They have 
often lacked leadership not only 
here but. everywhere. But they are 
not the less real because somewhat 
dormant, and you can be assured 
that moderatism advocated by great 
personalities will yet go to the bat 
for many more innings. None the 
less there is no phase of economics 
or politics which does not leave its 
deposit on our social beliefs, our 
politics and our legal and industrial 
methods. The accumulations thus 
built up control our future as a 
people.

Why in the past has it appar- 
ently been so easy for the leaders 
of nations to lead their peoples in- 
to wars? 


ANSWER. 
Because the slumbering savage 
in men and nations was aroused on 
those occasions by those who de- 
lighted in war. Human nature has 
its pugnacious side, as we all know, 
and from this characteristic it has 
been argued that war is and always 
will be inevitable. Rational advo- 
cates of world peace contend for 
equality of treatment 
based on 
equal fights and equal responsibili- 
ties. -As a peace theory that state- 
ment .could scarcely be excelled, 
but it is still unrealized in prac- 
tice. 
Actually man has survived 


through' the Imposition of limita- 
tions on his fighting proclivities, or 
by diverting those proclivities into 
bloodless channels of passive resist- 
ance or moral suasion. But there 
can be no binding rules of organ- 
ized peace until the peoples who 
make them are sufficiently intelli- 
gent to acknowledge that modern 
war in its effects is futile, ferocious 
and non-moral. 
Meanwhile democratic statesmen 
are a vast improvement on their 
autocratic predecessors. They do 
not conceive nor 
plot campaigns 
with the cold indifference of Euro- 
pean leaders of even half a cen- 
tury ago. I agree that mob-inspired 
journalists and ' journalist-inspired 
mobs are 
frequently 
the 
chief 


agents of the destruction your let- 
ter laments. ' 
Though an intelligent press is a 
powerful 
instrumentality 
against 


armed conflict, some journals were 
responsible for aiding in the repu- 
diation of President Wilson's four- 
teen points which would have made 
the conqueror's peace at Versailles 
real and 
lasting 
instead of the 
wretched substitute it now is. Even 
admitting the war impulse is ex- 
ceedingly strong, surely it can be 
regulated and also restricted by in- 
formation al)out the ethics of the 
situation. The plea that it cannot 
be controlled leaves us helpless and 
hopeless before the 
nearing ap- 
proach of sure ruin.

in European or American affairs? 


ANSWER. 
The answer is by their fruits ye 
shal know them. We should not 
forget that behind public official- 
dom in nearly every land is a group 
of trained public servants who are 
seldom praised and often damned. 
Jney are the so-called "soulless 
bureaucracy," a term implying fool- 
ish obstinancy and pride of place. 
Yet the work of governmental ad- 
ministration would be paralyzed 
without them, and it's about time 
we gave the devil his due. 
France changes 
her 
heads of 
government about once a year on 
an average. But it functions de- 
spite political exigencies because it 
has an admirable civil service. So 
has Great Britain, where political 
overturnings are not so frequent as 
in France. Open, competitive ex- 
aminations have greatly improved 
the quality of that service both in 
the United States and abroad. Its 
responsibilities are immense, and 
owing to the prevalent tendency to 
lay every possible burden on the 
shoulders, of the national govern- 
ment, tho'se responsibilities have in- 
creased tremendously 
since 
the 


close of- the World war. 
The real character of "benevolent 
despotism" cannot be ascertained 
unless we consider the influence of 
the civil service upon all national 
policies. Its members keep the feet 
of widely advertised statesmen in 
the right path and contribute to 
then- usefulness 
without 
sharing 
their fame. While in many direc- 
tions the standards of public life 
appear to be relaxed and the foun- 
dations of public honor to be slip- 
ping, the civil service, not only of 
our own but of other countries, is 
the rock which steadies the whole 
edifice.Copyright.

orated milk, the raw milk is heated 
under a vacuum, which lowers the 
boiling point; just ar attempting to 
boil milk in high altitudes lowers 
the boiling point. Boiling the milk 
at this pressure gives it less of a 
carmelized taste than it has when 
it is boiled down in an open pan 
on the kitchen stove. 
It also removes 60 per cent of the 
water. It is then canned and sealed 
under sterile conditions and will 
keep a long time. 
. Evaporated milk is just the same 
as fresh milk, except for the re- 
moval of water. All that is needed

milk; B, globules in human mi.'t: 
C, cow's milk homogenised at 183 
degrees F. 
to make it the same is to £<Jd the 
water removed in the processing. 


As a matter of fact, it is not ex- 
actly the same. but. in many re- 
spect* better. In the first place, in 
the plants where evaporated milk 
is made, a very careful analysis of 
the milk used is carried out before 
it is accepted. In the process it is 
also homogenized so that the fat 
globules are made smaller and they 
remain in suspension in the milk, 
do not rise to the surface as cream. 
This makes evaporated milk more 
like mother's milk than raw cow's 
milk. The curd of evaporated milk 
is more like mother's milk than is 
cow's milk. 
In infant feeding, many physi- 


cians prefer evaporated milk to 
fresh milk. The taste of it usually 
is preferred by babies and children. 
and it is more easily digested. 
Most important of all is that 
evaporated milk is clean and free 
from germs, which so often con- 
taminate raw milk. 
Its cost is about the same.

The colt failed to stand up under 
the rigors of training and went to 
pieces. It seemed that Indian Run- 
ner would be nothing more than an 
ordinary plater at best so Headley 
dropped him into a cheap claiming 
race at Arlington Park that same 
year. Turned Out To Pasture. 


Owner Woods liked the looks of 
Indian Runner, despite his previous 
condition, and bought him. He then 
turned him to pasture for a month, 
nursed him along and then brought 
him back to the races, with the re- 
sult that he broke the track record 
at Lincoln Fields in his first start. 
Since then he has had a monopoly 
in winning handicap stakes in the 
west.

LOS ANGELSS HAHBOR. July 5

TAKE YOUR TROUBLES TO MINERVA 


Sense of Discrimination. 


Good taste and a balanced sense 


of discrimination are vital funda- 
mentals to possess. 
It's the lack of these qualities that 


make many of our young people the 
misfits and the weak characters 
that they are. It is my observation 
that the girl who is indiscriminate 
In the matter of petting with the 
bovs and who carelessly tries this 
and that form of dissipation, usually 
does so in a vain endeavor to ' be 
popular," and through a confused 
following of whatever standards are 
presented to her by the crowd she 
happens to be thrown with. The 
same holds true with the boys. If 
they are that indefinite, helpless 
type that drifts from one mistake to 
another, it is usually found that 
they have never developed definite 
tastes and ideals of their own, thus 
drift with the crowd. 
Likewise. I have found that these 


young drifters come for the most 
part from two types of homes. 
Either they have been completely 
neglected In their extreme youth, 
given no security of standards and 
pride to-which to cling, no patterns 
by which to form their own char- 
acters. Or else they have been sub- 
jected to too much authority, had 
their decisions made for them by 
tyrannical parents and thus never 
learned to make individual decisions 
or develop individual tastes for 
themselves. 
The greatest safeguard any par- 


ent can give a child is to teach him 
to make his own decisions, and help 
him formulate a pattern by which 
he makes those choices in life. 
Don't command your child "Do 
this because I say to do so," but 
painstakingly point out to him the 
wise and the unwise course to fol- 
low, your theories and experiences 
to back up your own opinion, then 
leave it to him to make his own de- 
cisions. Let him make his own mis- 
takes. But stand by him, to help 
him formulate the sound standards 
and the sense of 
discrimination 


•which will become a part of him. 
Help your young people to be self- 
possessed, through confidence in 
their own thought processes and 
ability to discriminate between what 
is lovely or ugly, good or bad, whole- 
some or dissolute in life. 


Creations of the Mind. 


Dear Minerva: What can you do 
about a child that tells outlandish 
fibs. Our little boy is six years old 
and the truth is simply not in him. 
He will overhear some grown-up 
telling a story of an adventure that 
happened to him, or perhaps that 
he has read, and soon the boy will 
be telling us all about it as if it 
happened to him. He comes home 
from school during school time with 
stories of conversations he held with 
bears along the way. One day he 
told about a boy to school haying a 
terrible fit and dying. Nothing of 
the sort happened, but he had seen 
a kitten die in convulsions. And so 
it goes. His teachers say he is an 
extraordinarily bright child. But 
this habit of falsifying worries me 
exceedingly. It seems to me that it 
is very important. Such a tendency 
does linger on after maturity, I 
know. I worked once with a bril- 
liant fellow who simply could not 
tell the truth. If he made one good- 
sale, something to be proud of, he 
made it two or three in his reports. 
I don't want my boy to grow up to 
Be like that—MRS. M. J. ~ 


A. It is a problem, and one to be 
handled with delicacy and skill The 
child has an enlarged imagination, 
which may prove a blessing or a 
curse to him. He is not living in 
reality but in fancy. You do not 
•want to destroy his fancies, yet you 
should gradually teach him to dis- 
tinguish between the creatures and 
stories of his imagination and those 
of real life. Perhaps he is not asso- 
ciating enough with children his 
own age. Living in a more active 
world, with many things to do in- 
volving exploits and accomplish- 
ments of his own, will help. 
When he tells you obvious fables 


of his own creation, say to him: 
"That happened in your mind, 
didn't it?" Then go ahead and talk 
about something that really hap- 
pened to him. Thus he will learn to 
distinguish. Don't over-stress the 
point or give it much weight. Never 
punish him for such exaggeration. 
Merely let him know that you un- 
derstand when he is telling you 
stories out of his mind as differ-

But it is always possible to 
make a reconciliation or adjustment 
impossible if hysteria and recrim- 
inations are the weapons used to 
fight against such influences that 
seem to threaten the home.
